Tho man who commits a crime 
under the influence of whiskey, and other poison- 
ous adulterations, in thé majority of cases 
would not-have done so but for the intoxication 
and delirium produced by them. To charge, 
therefore, upon the beer-saloon what belongs to 
the whiskey-shop, and to enforce the law in 
Wholesale manner as 
the former for the offences Of the latter, 
is to trample needlessly upon the personal rights 
of one-half the people of this city, who make 
_ beer a daily beverage, and have done so from 
youth up, and of thousands of others to whom 
it is not so much u necessity and habit of life as 
it is innocent pleasure. Until it can be shown, 
therefore, that beer is an intoxicating liquor, 
which leads to the commission of crime and en- 
dangers the safety of the community, it is folly 
to attempt to suppress it,—unless the real ob- 
ject is to enforce Sunday observance irrespective 
of intoxication and crime, in which case it would 
be as well to enforce the Sunday law against the 
But while on the one hand there is a palpa- 
ble opportunity for discrimination in the en- 
‘forcing of the law, there is an equal opportunity 
for discrimination, and for the exercise of com- 
mon sense on the part of the Germans. It is 
plainly their duty, as citizens, to recognize the 
great increase of crime in this city, and to do 
their share in suppressing it, equally with all 
other nationalities.
